Thegreat West
is determined that a ship canal shall be
built from Chicago to the Mississippi.
It is ressonable to expect, therefore, that
by the one hundred and fitieth anni-
versary of the Nation’s birth there may
have been developed the most stupen-
dous canal system the world has ever
known, effecting; in & manner of which
it is impoesible to estimate the extent;

of this country.
